French Talk I 
With Salan; 
Ready Trial 


PARIS UPI >—-French court of­ 
ficials interrelated ex-Gen. Raoul 
Salan, captured commander of the 
terrorist Secret Army Organiza­ 
tion (OAS), today and informed 
sources said his treason trial prob­ 
ably will stmt May IS. 
Salan was brought to the grim 
looking Santo prison from Algeria 
Friday to await the trial that 
could lead to his death on the guil­ 
lotine. 
His arrival in handcuffs at the 
prison triggered a riot in which 
OAS prisoners broke out of their 
cells and clashed with security 
guards. Officials said ll prisoners 
and S policemen were injured. 
Inside the prison, right • wing 
prisoners refused to go back Into 
their cells, shouted pro-Salan slo­ 
gans and set fire to part of the 
prison. 
One-hundred riot squad police­ 
men restored order with tear gas 
bombs and batons after three 
hours. 
Outside the prison, OAS youths 
who were held back by police bar­ 
ricades 
rioted 
but 
were dis­ 
persed by gendarmes wielding 
white painted truncheons.

Maj, Gen Enrique Rauch, the 
pro-Guido leader who was ap­

dawn today, announced that there 
would be no immediate attack on 
Guido’s foes. 
On Rauch's orders, the column 
halted on the road. It was strung 
out for more than • miles, with 
the lead Jeeps well into the dty 
and th# heavy tanks drawn up be­ 
tide the suburban San Isidro race 
trade. 
The new war secretary succeed­ 
ed retired Maj. Gen. Marino Car­ 
reras. who resigned shortly after 
midnight under pressure from 
Rauch and other generals of the 
Buenos Aires garrison, who had 
vowed that they would fight if 
necessary to keep Guido In office. 
The government also designated 
Rauch as commander of the army 
in place of Ll. Gen. Raul Poggi. 
but Poggi refused to accept dis­

CAPE CANAVERAL (UPI) - 
America’s Centaur hydrogen-pow­ 
ered rocket, which already has set 
some sort of record for time spent 
sitting on the launching pad, was 
back on the firing line for an­ 
other attempt at its maiden flight 
today. 
Scientists worked late into last 
night 
r e p a i r i n g 
another 
outbreak of technical troubles in 
hopes of getting the giant rocket 
off on its first test slight ahead of 
next week’s heavy schedule ol1 
space shots from Cape Canaveral 
Plans were to fire the Centaur 
on a brief 15-minute ”up-and 
down” hop into space to try out 
it* engines, powered by a revolu 
tionary combination of liquid hy 
drogen and liquid oxygen. The 
Centaur was expected to plunge 
back into the Atlantic Ocean about 
1,175 miles away. 
The Centaur’s propulsion sys. 
tem, generating nearly half again 
as much power as conventional 
kerosene-fueled missiles, is the 
forerunner of hydrogen-fueled en 
gin es that will lift teams of men 
and tons of machinery to the 
moon later this decade. 
The weather outlook—an import 
ant factor because scientists want 
to get full photographic coverage 
of the entire flight—was good.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Senators studying military 
censorship say the Army 
was right to investigate 
speech by Maj. Arch E 
R o b e r t s attacking the 
mayor of Los Angeles and 
a State Department of­ 
ficial. 
Chairman John C. Stannic of the 
Senate special subcommittee in 
vestigating alleged military mux. 
alang said Friday it appeared the 
question was whether Roberts ”vi 
olated military regulations by de­ 
livering his address without prior 
policy clearance as required 
established procedures ” 
Sen. Strom Thurmond, D-S.C., 
who instigated the Senate inquiry, 
said it was appropriate for the 
Army to check on the speech. 
The Army suspended Roberts 
pending an investigation of his 
speech to the Daughters al the 
American Revolution, in which he 
said Los Angeles Mayor Sam 
Yorty had a “Communist back­ 
ground”—which Yorty denied — 
and that Assistant Secratary of 
State for African Affairs G. Men- 
nen Williams—now in Africa—had 
"leftist leanings.” 
Both senators said they only 
knew what they had seen in news 
accounts, 
and 
withheld 
final 
judgment on the case until the 
Army investigation is complete. 
“Until UM question of whether 
or not military discipline has been 
violated by Major Roberts is de­ 
termined, and I for one could not 
condone or approve such an ac­ 
tion, I see no basis for the sub­ 
committee to take any definite ac­ 
tion with respect to this matter," 
Stennis said. 
“I will, of course, be interested 
in the results of the investigation 
and certainly expect tnat it will 
be full, fair and impartial.”

Jarmans stepped out of his 
auto carrying two butcher knives 
He handed them both to the of­ 
ficers.

K,” Jarmans replied. “I’m th e 
one that killed her."
